Use in Florida of LP gas 
reached a volume of 131,830,000 
gallons last year, 
double the 1950 figure. 

The sky-rocketing use of this 
gas and of other fuels in Flor- 
ida is a mark of the state's ex- 
panding economy, The 1955 LP. 
gas sold and used in Florida was 


per cent above 1950. The com- 
parable national figures were 17 
per cent and 72 per cent. 

In 1950, use of LP gas by 
manufacturing plants 
than by manufacturers of gas) 
was negligible. The increase in 
industrial use to more than 
seven million gallons last year 
is one measure of the growth of 
manufacturing 
More than 90 per cent of the 
total consumption was in house- 
holds and commercial establish- 
ments in 1950. Although this 
volume increased 89 per cent in 
five years, the proportion of the 
total dropped to 77 per cent
